RETREAT OF ARMY 


IN MESOPOTAMIA 


Gen. Townshend's Forces, 
Which Had Been Within 
Striking Distance of Bag- 
dad, Have to Retire When 
the Turks Are Reinforced. 


Greek Opinion Said to Be 
Veering Toward Allies — 
Servian Troops in Greek 
Territory Not Disarmed. 


Refugees Pour Into Greece 
and Children Die of Cold 
and Hunger—Kaiser Not 
Going to Turkey. . 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—It was admitted to- 
day that the British army in Mesopo- 
tamia, which had been within striking 
distance of Bagdad, is in retreat. Of- 
ficial announcement was made that the 
forces of Gen. Townsend were retiring 
to Kut-El-Amara. 

Official reports from Turkey previous- 
ly announced that the British troops 
had suffered a severe reverse when 
Turkish reinforcements had been 
brought up. 

‘the fighting in Mesopotamia, while 
figuring tle in the news from day to 


day, has been regarded as an important 
phase of the war. The operations there 
have been conducted with difficulty. 
There has been a lack of fresh water. 
Monitors and similar craft on the Tigris 
River have aided the British, while 
camels in large numbers are said to 


have been used by the land forces. 


Kut-el Amara is 105 miles south of 
Hingdad. The defeat of the British puts 
an end for the time being to their 
hopes of capturing Bagdad. In their 
advance they reached and occupled 
(tesiphon on the Tigris, 18 miles below 
Bagdad, They were compelled to re- 
tire on account of lack of water and on 
attempting to resume the advance on 
Bagdad were confronted with a strong-

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Baron, Captain in Kaiser’s Cavalry, Accused 
With Consul’s Agent of Attempting 
to Destroy Commerce. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 4—A Federal 
Warrant charging Baron George Wil- 
helm von Brincken, captain of cavairy 
in the Germany army and attache of the 
German consulate in this city, with at- 
tempting to destroy commerce, was giv- 
en today to the United States Marshal's 
office for service. Von Brincken avoid- 
ed arrest last night at his hotel by 
claiming immunity as a diplomatic at- 
tache. 

A similar warrant was issued for the 
arrest of Charles C. Crowley, a detective 
employed by Franz Bopp, German Con- 
sul General here. Crodwiey previously 
Was arrested on a charge of conspiracy 
to destroy vessels and docks and was 
released on ball. 

Von Brincken and Crowley were 
charged in the new complaints with “‘in-

terefrence with and attempts to destroy 
commerce between citizens of the sev- 
eral states of the United States and 
foreign countries."’ 

Robert Cappelle, agent for the North 
German-Lloyd Steamship Co., sought for 
10 days as a witness before the Fed- 
eral grand jury, in connection with al- 
leged violation of American neutrality 
by German agents, was reported today 
to have sought refuge on the interned 
four-masted German bark Ottawa, off 
Sausalito. 


It was announced that Bopp had been 
subpenaed to appear before the Federal 
wrand jury next Monday. Bopp an- 
nounced his intention of appearing to 
testify on behalf of Crowley. Bopp ad- 
mits the employment of Crowley, but 
ingists that it was merely for the pur- 
pose of gathering information. 


TWO ARE FATAL 
BURNED WHEN GI 
PUTS OL IN FRE 


- 


East St. Louis Man and Daugh- 
ter, 13, Die Within 5 Minutes 
of Each Other. 


L. J. Roe, 48 years old, a railroad 
yard clerk, and his daughter, Merril, 
13 years old, died within five minutes 
of each other at St.. Mary’s Hospital, 
East St. Louis, from burns received 
at 6 o'clock this morning, when the 
child poured coal oil into the kitchen 
fire to hasten it. The child died at 
12:25 p. m. and five minutes later her 
father succumbed. 

The accident which cost their lives 
eccurred at the home of the family in 
Washington Park, an East St. Louts 
suburb. The child arose early to pre- 
pare her father’s breakfast. Clad only 
in her nightgown, she was cold, and the 
fire in the kitchen stove burned, 80 
slowly that she caught up the coal oil 
can and dashed some of the liquid into 
the stove. 

The flames leaped up and enveloped 
the child and her father, who was in 
the kitchen. Merril ran to the rear 
pore hand fell there. Her father ran 
after her and in attempting to extin- 
guish the flames paid no heed to his 
own peril. Before he could do any- 
thing for the child or for himself both 
were fatally burned. 

Mra. Roe and five other children 
were sleeping in an adjoining room. 
they were awakened and ran to the 
help of Roe and Merril. Mrs. Roe and 
her son, Addus, were burned on the 
hands in attempting to assist the 
others. 

Girl Ie Severely Burned at Bonfire

Edna Bach, 9 years old, was severely 
burned about the body at noon today 
when her clothing became ignited from 
a bonfire she had built in the back yard 
of her parents’ home, 6082 Hancock ave- 
nue. She ran into the house with her 
dreas ablaze and her mother, Mrs. Lulu 
Back, beat out the fire. Mrs. Bach's 
hands were burned.

GRAND JURY URGES 
YEARLY AUNT OF 
ALL PIRI BOOKS 


Recommendation Made After In- 
quiry Into Water Office and 
Jury Warrant Graft. 


The October grand ‘ry, {fn its final re- 
port today to Circuit Judge Cave, after 
an investigation into graft in city de- 


partments and the Sheriff's office, rec- 
ommended a thorough annual audit of 
the books of all public officers and to 
that end the enactment of such legisla- 
tion as may be needed to defray the 
cost. P 

To further safeguaid the interests of 
the city and prevent unauthorized per- 
sons in the future from collecting mon- 
ey owing to the city, it is recommended 
that on the face of all water bills a no- 
tice be printed that no money is to be 
paid except at the office. 

TO prevent traffic in jury warrants, it 
is recommended that in addition to the 
lists of jurors who have. served that 
are furnished to the office of the Circuit 
Clerk, such lists be furnished to the 
room clerks, and that no warrants be 
issued unless they are approved by the 
courtrooms clerks as well as the deputy 
sheriffs assigned to the rooms. 

The report approves all the city in- 
stitutions except the industrial 
school and the workhouse. The ceil- 
ing of the dining room at the work- 
house is reported to be in bad condi- 
tiona and repairs are urged on the 
east quarry fence. The members of 
the jury were astounded by conditions 
they found at the industrial school 
and the speedy completion of new 
buildings is urged.

Robber Trapped When 
Sought to Escape by Locked 
Corridor Doors. 
CONFEDERATE IS HUNTED 
Guests at American Hotel Were 


Awakened by Explosion 
in a Saloon. 


An explosion about 1 o'clock this 
morning awakened guests at the Amert- 
can Hotel and attracted policemen to 
the Pontiac Building, Seventh and Mar- 
ket streets. They found a safe in the 
buffet of Herman M. Schuman had been 


wrecked with nitroglycerin and that the 
robber? had hid in one of the elevator 
cages in the main corridor of the build- 
ing. He was captured. 

The robber got into the building by 
“jJimmying” an ‘alley window in a Dil- 
liard room and bowling alley adjoininxz 
the saioon. The safe was reached after 
a section of wcoden partition, separar- 
ing the saloon from the bowling alley, 
had been torn out. 

As the policemen, with drawn re- 
volvers, advanced on the crouching rob- 
ber, he threw his own revolver at them 
and surrendered. He had a four-ounce 
bottle, containing about one-half ounce 
of nitroglycerin. He said he was Charles 
Matthews, 19 years old, a former guedt 
at the American Hotel. 

Recover 3167 of $238. 

Schuman was summoned from his 
home and told the police that $238 had 
been taken from the safé. The prisoner 
had $91 in his possession, $25 of which 
was found in his hatband. The police 
found $76 lying on the floor behind the 
bar, but Schuman said that was in addi- 
tion to what had been taken from the 
safe. The police think Matthews had a 
confederate. ; 

A cravenette coat, which the robber 
used to muffle the sound of the explo- 
sion, was torn into shreds. In his effort 
to make a quick ‘“‘get away,’ the cracks- 
man had run into the corridor, thinking 
he would find the front doors insecure. 
Instead he encountered a veritable pris- 
on. The doors were locked and big iron 
barred gates prevented him from going 
to an upper floor. 

Matthews told the police he came to 
St. Louis two weeks ago to accept a po- 
sition as salesman with the Haltom Co- 
operative Co., with which his brother, 
Homer B. Matthews, is connected. He 
did not like the work, he said, and de- 
cided to turn robber. 

He learned how to blow safes in Cov- 
ington, Ga., he said, when he fell in 
with a professional safe robber. The 
latter showed him how to make nitro- 
glycerin by boiling dynamite sticks and 
straining the juice through a handker- 
chief. He spent his last money and 
checked out of the American Hotel sev- 
eral days ago. Since then he had been 
sharing a room with his brother, a 
guest at the American. 

Matthews denied he had a confederate, 
but as a precaution policemen watched 
the Pontiac Building all morning in the 
belief that if there was a second robber 
he might be hiding in the building, 

Matthews’ brother and another man, 
also employed by the Haltom company, 
were arrested, but there is no evidence 
connecting them with the robbery, 

Charles Matthews admitted having 
blown safes in Covington, Ga., and Chat- 
tanooga,* Tenn.

Bail was fixed at $10,000 in each 
case and was accepted from a surety 
company. 

Sentence was pronounced after 
Judge Howe had overruled motions 
by: William Rand -Jr., chief counsel 
for the defense, for diamiasal of the 
verdict on the ground it was contrary 
to the evidence and law In the case. 
In making his motion, Rand said he 
had little hope that tt would be en- 
tertained by the court. 

Warning te Others. 

United States Attorney Marshall, tn 
moving for sentence, said it was “his 
painful duty to ask for substantial 
punishment, not so much for its ef- 
fects on the defendants, but to serve 
as a warning to others.” 

None of the defendants showed any 
when sentence was pro- 
‘nounced. . Prior to the opertiing of 
court they were surrounded by a 
number of sympathizers with whom 
they chatted freely. Dr. Buenz told 
his listeners that his only regret was 
that the American people should be- 
lieve he had done anything to tnjure 
them or ever had anything but the 
kindliest feelings toward this coun- 
try. 

Through Rand, the aged director 
of . the Hamburg-American Lina, 
lasked Judge Howe to take into con- 
‘sideration that his three co-defendants 
‘were his subordinates and that if 
any offense was committed they were 
merely acting under his orders. 


The nominal fine Imposed* on the 
'Hambureg-American Co. was explained 
by Judge Howe as due to his wish to 
free the case, as far as possible, from 
“the odor of money.” He said that 
‘there was no evidence to show that 
ithe company, as such, had entered 
linto any conspiracy and that it was 
probable that Dr. Buens alone had 
any power to bind it tn any of the 
| proceedings complained of. 
| Poppinghaus Only Took Orders. 

The lighter sentenee imposed on 
| Poppinghaus was in recognition of 
the fact that he occupied a subordi- 
nate position and had merely carried 
out the orders of his superiors with- 
out having active part tn the con- 
apiracy

MANGOLD FAVORS A 
BOARD TO PASS ON 
DEFECTIVES’ CASES 


Dr. George B. Mangold, director of 
the School of Social Economy of 
Washington University, speaking be- 
fore the Town Club, a woman's or- 
ganization, at luncheon today at the 
Annex Hotel, declared he favored 
the passing of a law by each state 
creating a board of physicians who 
would say whether defectives such 
as Baby Bollinger of Chicago, should 
be allowed to die, or be operated 
upon and every effort made to save 
their lives. 

Dr. Mangold, whose address was on 
“The Menace of the Feeble-Minded,” 
said that such boards would result 
in the greatest good to the greatest 
number, and to society at large. 
“We cannot tell what misery was 
averted by the death of the Chicago 
baby,” he added. While this declara- 
tion might sound cruel on first 
thought, he said, it would readily be 
seen that it was for the improvement 
of the race, and for the making of a 
better nation. 

To accomplish the passage of such 
laws a8 he advocates will possibly take 
years, he said, and will result only after 
the public has been thoroughly educated 
into the necessity of such steps. 

“The fact that several reputable Chi- 
cago physicians approved of the action 
of the physician in the Bollinger case 
demonstrates that such action must 
have merit,”’ he added. 

This jury, with the power of life and 
death in its hands, which he advocates, 
would only be called in by the physician 
in charge in extreme cases, whefe ev- 
erything would indicate that the child 
would grow up to be @ moral and mental 
defective of the olwest grade, and of 
absolutely no use to society. 

Dr. Mangold asserted+«that he had not 
yet made up his mind in regard to the 
Sterilization of defectives, although sev- 
eral states have such a law at present. 

The speaker said that in the caring 
for and treating of feeble-minded per- 
gons the development of the patient's 
mind must be taken in consideration. 
“We often see a woman of 25, with the 
brain of a child of_10," he said. ‘‘That 
rerson must be tr@ated as a child—not 
as an adult. Often In such cages they 
are only partly to blame for their aéta.”’

United States Naval Men Dined 
and Presented With Cups 
Aboard Flag Ship.

YOKOHAMA, Dec. 4.—Emperor Yosh!- 
hito reviewed the Japanese fleet here 
today in connection with the celebration 
of his coronation. The United States 


cruiser Saratoga, flagship of the Asiatic 
fleet, had the place of honor opposite 
the new 30,000-ton Japanese battleship 
Fuso. The commander of the American 
fleet, Rear Admiral Albert G. Winter- 
halter, and his staff, accompanied the 
Emperor on the battle cruiser Tsukuba. 
The American officers were much im- 
pressed by the many manifestations of 
friendship on the part of the Japanese. 
From the heights surrounding the bay 
hundreds of thousands of persons wit- 
nessed the demonstration of Japan’s sea 
power and heard the roar of guns which 
firing simultaneously, discharged about 
8000 shots in giving the imperial salutes 
There were 125 warships in line. 
Lancheon Given for Americans. 
The Tsukuba, escorted by the armored 
cruiser Tokiwa and the cruiser Yahazgi, 
steamed through the fleet, formed in 
five lines, each five miles long. The 
crew of each warship, manning the rail, 
shouted “Banzai!’’ as the Emperor 
passed by. The Saratoga was the only 
foreign vessel present. . The bluejackets 
Save av American cheer in honor of the 
Emperor. 
During the review a fleet of hydro- 
aeroplanes circled above the warships. 
At noon Emperor Yoshihito trans- 
ferred his standard to the Fuso, on 
board which he gave a luncheon for 
Rear Admiral Winterhalter and his 
staff and a large number of others. 
The Emperor presented cups to Rear 
Admiral Winterhalter, Commander 
Standford E. Moses of the United 
States monitor Monterey, and Comman.- 
der Jay H. Sypher, cHief-of-staff of 
the American Asiatic fleet. The Em- 
press sent several vases as a gift for 
Mrs. Winterhalter. -- . 
Tonight the fleet was illuminated. It 
presented a gorgeous spectacle from 
shore. The city is decorated gaily and 
was ablaze tonight with lantern pro- 
cessions.” A dance was given this even- 
ing at one of the hotels with mudsic by 
the Saratoga’s band. 
A garden party is to be given tomor- 
row by the Mayor of Yokohama, after 
which Rear Admiral Winterhalter will 
hold a reception on the Saratoga for 
Japanese naval officers. 
The total tonnage of the warships 
reviewed by the Emperor is 605,38. In 
the crews there are about 50,000 men. 
An imperial rescript was issued to 
the fleet, in which the Emperor com- 
mented on the remarkable progress of 
the Japanese navy, adding: 
“The present situation of the world’s 
Powers requires the greatest efforts 
of officers and men.”’ 
On returning from the review a hydro- 
aeroplane fell and sank. The pilot was 
injured fatally. 


HEAVY SEA HELPED ITALIAN 
STEAMER TO ELUDE SUBMARINE 


Captain of Verona Says Crew of U- 
Boat Were Unable to Aim 
Deck Guna. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—Capt. Simone 
Guli, of the Italian steamer Verona, 
Which arrived here today after having 
been chased by a submarine in the 
Mediterranean on Nov. 19, said a heavy 
sea which caused the submarine to roll 
and ,pitch, was the chief factor in 
cnabling the steamer to elude the under- 
sea boat. 

Capt. Guli said the submarine did not 
fly a flag nor did it appear to have a 
number. 

“We were about 110 miles west of the 
Straits of Bonifacio,’ he said, ‘“‘when a 
large submarine appeared two miles off 
our starboard side and slightly astern. 
I immediately put on all speed possi- 
ble and steered a course so that the 
submarine would be forced to take the 
heavy sea at a quartering angle. 
“The sea caused the submarine to 
roll and pitch and the crew were un- 
able to aim either of the two deck guns 
at us. Shortly after 5:30 o'clock it be- 
came dark and after continuing on my 
course a short distance, I cut a wide 
semi-circle and lost the submarine.”’

The civi'ian pop- 
uiation behaved well toward the Teu- 
tons. At many villages the authorities 
formally surrendered the place, it is 
stated, and showed a disposition tu do 
whatever was possible for the imvacers. 
The Servians generally refrained from 
tombarding their own villag 3, e¢ven 
when Germans and Austrians Werte quar- 
teied there and when forced to du su 
used only shrapnel. It is stated (that 
very few villages were damaged to any 
considerable extent. 

Great numbers of livestock were found 
everywhere. Sixty thousand swine were 
confiscated in a small district about Bel- 
grade alone. Large quantities of wheat 
also were found, It is stated that the 
country generally gave evidence of being 
in a prosperous condition so far as nat- 
ural resources were concerned, which is 
considered surprising in view of the pov- 
erty of so many of the inhabitants. 

Irregulars Still Active. 

In spite of the thoroughness with 
which Servia has been searched for 
male civilians capable of bearing 
arms, bands of irregulars continue 
their sporadic activity. The latest 
instance reported was the destruction 
of a German automobile by a mine 
n the road 40 miles southeast of 
Belgrade. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
saw 14 men brought into Vilanovats. 
The majority were soldiers who had 
deserted, returned to their farms and 
resumed civillan clothing. They 
rahged from youths to gray -haired 
men. At the same time there was 
brought in a collection of firearms 
which scarcely could be found else- 
where outside a museum. It in- 
cluded two flintlocks, a number of 
percussion caps, smooth-bore rifies, 
one flintlock pistol and a Turkish 
muszszle-loader inlaid with mother of 
pearl and ivory. All thees weapons 
were found in the homes of Servian 
peasants. 

The prisoners thus far seen, both 
civil and military, are undernourished 
and footsore, their clothing tattered 
and their feet bound up in rage as « 
substitute for shoes. Prisoners of 
war taken in Northern Servia virtu- 
ally all were elderly members of the 
landstrum, the line troops having 
been reserved for decisive conflicts. 
Frequently their capa constituted the

Refugees Return te Homes. 

Refugees daily are. streaming back 
from towns south of Semendria, whither 
they fled before the advance of the 
troops of the Central Powers.

Although the river bas been open for 
transportation for about five weeks, 
traffic is not heavy, The correspondent 
saw four convoys going down the river 
in four days. All carried military goods, 
& far as could be ascertained.

My observer had prepared 
to fire on our adversary when bullets 
from the Albatross whissed past our 
heads. | made another defensive move- 
ment, a little to the right. Just then

“The effect was immediate. I had 
just time to move out of the way when 
the Albatross gave a lunge. War it .- 
hit, or was it simply another maneuver? 
I had hardly asked myself thie question, 
however, when I noticed that the mo- 
mentum of the Albatross in ite descent 
seemed to be increasing. 

“At this moment we were 499 yards 
up. German anti-aircraft guns whieh 
had previousily fired at us again sought 
our machine with their fire, but I had 
other things to think of then enemy 
shrapnel, namely, whether the enemy 
machine was yet effective, and would 
put us out of action if we flew a little — 
higher. . 

Wreek Viewed on Water. 

“We were much relieved to see the 
Alabatross fall yet more swiftiy, until 
finally & dropped into the sea. In the’ 
clear weather, through the glesses of 
my observer, the machine could be dis- 
tinguished, and oil from the motor of 
the enemy machine seen spreading over 
the surface of the water, making « 
large spot on the immense field of 
blue. 

“For five minutes we circled above 
our victim, careless of the firing of the 
Germans, which failed to reach us. We 
could see boats leaving Middelkerke 
hastily making for the spot where the 
machine fell.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Capt. Boy- 


id, naval attache of the German em- 
basey, whose immediate withdrawal has 
been requested by the United States, 
came here today from New York and 
had a long conference with Count von 
Bernstor(f, the German Ambassador. 
Capt. Franz von Papen, the military at- 
tache of the embassy, whose withdraw- 
al also has been asked, is expected to 
come to Washington soon. 

Officials of the German embassy re- 
fused to discuss Boy-Ed’'s visit or any 
developments of the request by the State 
Department. 

The case against Boy-Ed and Von Pa- 
pen, though not susceptible of legal 
proof, consisted of complaints, since the 
beginning of the war, whfch connected 
them with attempts to violate American 
neutrality. The State Department re- 
garded these complaints as fully justi- 
fying the withdrawal of the attaches 
from the diplomatic service of Ger- 
many in the United States. 

The action of Secretary Lansing had 
the full approval of President Wilson 
and his Cabinet. The President is said 
tu have decided to get rid of all foreign 
officials whose activities are considered 
harmful to the best interests of this 
country. 

This Government, it was said today, 
probably would ask the entente allies 
for safe conduct for the offending at- 
taches. They are expected to depart at 
once. 

State Department officials are consid- 
ering What action should be taken in 
the case of Alexander von Nuber, Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Consul-General at New 
York, whose name has been linked with 
those of Captains Boy-Ed and Von Pa- 
pen in connection with activities re- 
garded as objectionable by the United 
States. The Department, it also is said, 
in considering whether any action 
should be taken regarding other higher 
officials of foreign embassies here. 

News of Recall Withheld. 

The State Department made its request 
(«> the recall of the attaches three days 
azo through Count von Bernstorff, the 
German Ambassador. Announcement o 
the fact was withheld as a matter of 
courtesy to Germany and to prevent the 
charge being made that the jury trying 
the officials and employes of the Ham- 
bura-American line in New York had 
in any way been influenced in reaching 
a verdict. No reply has been receniem 
but none is necessary. 

Secretary Lansing is enberenend to 
have given consideration to the attempts 
to supply German warships with coal, 
provisions and ammunition and although 
no absolute proof of the complicity of 
either of the men in the passport frauds 
reached the State Department, & mass 
of testimony accumulated to place them 
under suspicion.

TYPHUS IN MEXICO 
CITY AND VIGINITY 


130 Deaths Daily, in Capital 
Alone and Funerals Are Held 
All Night Long. 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 2, via Laredo, 
Tex., Dec. 4.—Typhus fever, which killed 
many people in Servia a year ago, is 
Causing more than 130 deaths a day .in 
Mexico City. The disease has been prev- 
alent for two months. 

It is estimated that there are 11,000 
cases in the }ederal district and neigh- 
boring towns. The authorities seem 
wholly unable to cope with the situa- 
tion and some of the large American 
mining companies have asked for and 
received permission to take steps to 
clean up the town in their vicinities as 
the disease threatens to decimate the 
population and leave them without 
workmen. 

For the last week more than 50 bodies 
a& day have been taken out of one gen- 
eral hospital alone. 
= Funeral Trains Run All Night, 

In Mexico City the authorities are 
keeping the real situation from the pub- 
lic - much as possible. All of the 
funeral corteges of the city of Mexics 
are drawn by the tramway company. 
to great has the demand become, due 
to the deaths caused by the epidemic, 
that funeral trains are run all night 
long. In many of the cars from 14 to 
18 uncoffined bodies are carried to the 
cemeteries on these night trips. 

At the various cemeteries the supply 
of grave diggers is net sufficient to 
meet the demand and bodies often have 
to lie in the open fer a considerable 
length of time before being interred... 

So far the foreign colonies have not 
suffered severely, though a number of 
cases of the disease have been reported 
in the American colony in the last two 
days. 

Physicians say the fever is transmit- 
ted solely by vermin. 

The stock of medicines in the city is 
very low and such as are to be had are 
so high-priced as to be beyond the reach 
but the richer classes.

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TRAIN’ ROBBERS, 
QUTWITTED, FIGHT 
WITH TWO POSSES 


Arkansas Sheriff Shot in Foot by 
Bandits Who Flee After En- 
gineer Spoils Plans. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Dec. 4—Two 
posses early today were in close pursuit 
of a gang of robbers who last night at- 
tempted to hold up southbound Iron 
Mountain passenger train No. 3, near 
Maltvern, Ark. 

The holdup failed through the cootness 
of Theodore P. Homard, the engineer, 
and so quickly were officers and citigens 
on the trail of the would-be robbers that 
there was a fight with them less than 
three hours later. 

Sheriff J. E. Stanley of Maivern was 
wounded in the foot during the shooting. 
The bandits escaped in the darkness. 
Sheriff Stanley continued in pursuit with 
his deputies. 

The attempted holdup was similar to 
others perpetrated in the Southwest in 
the last few months. Two men climbed 
from the “blind baggage’ into the en- 
gine cab and ordered Engineer Homard 
to stop the train when he saw a camp 
fire.

“BELT LINE” STREET CARS

Combination of Cherokee and 
Eighteenth Street Lines Officially 
Named.

Perhaps, some have ac- 
complished the task, at least to their 
Own satisfaction, but, after following 
Mr. Vance through some 200 pages, one 
sees that he believes that it can’t be 
done with any great degrée of success. 
The truth is that the author tells us 
very little that we have not understood 
before. He is a bitter foe of strong 
drink. He admits some can stand a 
great deal of it and not show it phys- 
ically. But though the body may not 
be drunk, the morals will be. His the- 
ory Is that alcoho! attacks the devotee 
in ths highest part of his being first, in 
the brain, and that, in one drink, even, 
there is the germ that, unless the poison 
is put away forthwith, will surely bring 
the ruin of manhood. 
Mr. Thompson has little sympathy 
with the usual excuses for drinking. 
Of the most overworked one, sociabil- 
ity, he says it is arrant nonsense. There 
may be a few persons in the world 
whose conversation is brightened a bit 
by an alcoholic, he says, but the general 
run of men are not. Anyway, the bright- 
ened process lasts but a short time when 
it is followed by a reaction of stupid- 
ity and sullenness. Of the flavor of 
wine and whisky, he says there are few 
who can tell the different grades apart. 
It is not the bouquet they are after but 
the primitive alcohol that lurks therein. 
He cites an incident of a recent ses- 
sion of the New York Legislature when 
a pure food committee was considering 
laws regulating the manufacture of 
whisky and brandy from raw alcohol. 
The experts were’ called in to look over 
and taste some of these manufactured 
specimens. All misjudged them, both in 
age and origin, and not one guessed they 
were made from raw alcohol, showing 
they knew really nothing about the sub- 
jeet. 
Thomson says that whatever the rea- 
son the drinker gives for taking his 
dram, the real object is the effect of 
the alcohol—the physical and mental 
numbness that invariably follows its in- 
troduction into the system, the sensa- 
tion, to be frank, that the drug devotee 
finds so delicious when he snuffs his 
cocaine or feels the thrilling stab of the 
hypo needle. (Moffatt-Yarda.) 


“THE BOWMBEN,” AND OTHER 


GHOST STORIES. 


OMEONBE has done a little bit of 
S literary faking. 

This remark is made because a 
book of “True Ghost Stories,”’ by Here- 
ward Carrington, has just appeared, 
which contains, among other stories, the 
now celebrated one of the Bowmen of 
Mons, which came out in a little book 
by Arthur Machen several weeks ago. 
The story of the Bowmen of Mons 
was to the effect that St. George 
and an army of angelic archers suddenly 
appeared, during the battle of Mons, 
fighting on the side of the British, who 
were greatly outnumbered, and uttering 
battle cries while they let fly clouds of 
arrows, demoralizing the foe and win- 
ning the day for England. 

The discrepancy lies in the fact that 
Mr. Carrington gives the story, in prac- 
tically the same language and form as it 
was given in Mr. Machen’s book, and 
quotes it as from “‘a letter written by a 
soldier who actually witnessed these 
startling events,’’ quoted by the Hon. 
Mrs. St. John Mildmay (North American 
Review, August, 1915). 

Arthur Machen, in a long prefatory 
note to his little book, says the idea of 
the story first came to him when he firs! 
read of the battle, and it was published 
as he finally wrote it in the Evening 
News of Sept. 23, 1914—about 11 months 
before “‘the Hon. Mrs, St. John Mild- 
may’’ got it into the North American 
Review as an actual letter from a soldier 
who had witnessed the events which, 
Mr. Macheg tells us, he invented with- 
out having heard of any happenings on 
which to base his story. Is it possible 
that Mr. Carrington has not read Mr. 
Macher’s book end his introduction set- 
ting the stamp of fiction on this ‘‘true 
ghost story?” 

Carrington’s book is an _ interesting 
compilation, which will come in handy 
these dark winter evenings, when one 
has nothing better to do than read such 
stories. But it is to be hoped some of 
them have more of what the Psychical 
Researchers call the veridical quality 
than the Bowmen of Mons story appears 
to have. (J. 8S. Ogilvie Co.) 


“ETHICS OF CONFUCIUS” 
U TING FANG, former Chinese 
W Minister to the United States, 
writes the foreword for a new 
edition of the maxims of Confucius.

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IN FOREST PARK 


It Will Run From Point Near 
Skinker-Clayton Entrance to 
Government Drive. 


Activity tn the vicinity of the Skinker 
and Clayton roads entrance to Forest 
Park has disclosed that the Park De- 
partment is planning to improve the 
southwestern corner of the park by tree 
Planting and the bullding of, additional 
roadways to facilitate traffic which at 
Present is taken care of by Wells Drive. 

This work, according to Park Commis- 
sioner Cunliff, is proceeding slowly, as 
the city has not sufficient’ funds to 
carry it to completion at once. By next 
eommer, he thinks, a new park roadway 
will have been completed from a point 
near Wells Drive, where concrete ex- 
perimental roadwork ends, to a point on 
Government Drive, near Washington 
bridge. 

This atretch of roadway, until recent- 
ly, Was a cinder bridle path. It has 
been widened from 15 to 3% feet, and 
workmen are now ballasting it with 
rock, When finished it will cost about 
$5000. it will be known as Valley drive 
and will run almost directly northeast 
from the Skinker-Clayton entrance to 
the read at the foot of the east side of 
Art Hill. The main purpose of Valley 
drive will be to complete a diagonal 
driveway, or shortest route, from the 
northeast corner to the southwest cor- 
ner of Forest Park. 

Another roadway in contemplation 
fe a 4500-foot stretch east from the 
Bkinker-Clayton roads entrance and 
extending to Concourse drive. This 
rondway would parallel the Market 
e@treet car line, and would be in the opin- 
fon of Commissioner Cunliff a more di- 
rect rotite to Concourse drive than 
m reserve curve. Concourse drive is a 
north-side road which passes on the 
eastern boundary of the zoo, with its 
gouthern terminus in front of Forest 
Park University. Wells drive, whieh 
lies between the two new roadways, 
fe not to be changed, the Park Com- 
gissioner sald. 

Grading ia now under way on a small 
geection of the park between Skinker 
road and Tamm avenue. Dirt is being 
faken from high places and is being 
spread along the Market street car ‘ine 
to fill up low places. When graded, 
gycamore trees are to be planted on the 
gouthern park front, 30 feet apart, About 
@ of these tree@ will be used to iine 
the park from the Skinker-Clayton en- 
trance to the Concourse drive.

POET OF THE PIANO 
PLEASES A LARGE 
SYMPHONY CROWD 


Carl Friedberg Gives a Fine Per- 
formance of Beethoven’s 4 
» C-Minor Concerto.

HE Symphony Orchestra’s concert 
T yesterday was trebly distinguished 
—by Carl Friedberg’s truly magi- 
val performance of Beethoven's C-minor 
concerto for the pianoforte; by the first 
presentation here of Sergei Rachman-. 


in E-minor; and by the presence of the 
largest audience on a Friday after- 
noon that the Odeon has seen in many 
a day. The drawing power, it is pleas- 
ant to believe, was exerted largely by 
the orchestra, for the name of Fried- 
berg, although this was his second ap- 
pearance in this city, is as yet scarcely 
s0 crowd-compelling In St. Louis as that 
.Of Kreisler or Schumann-Heink. 

Friedberg is called “‘the poet of the 
piano,"”” and rarely, as his playing

Friedberg in his playing made oné con- 
tinually think of water gently in mo- 
tion. His fingers did not strike but 
flowed and poured themselves over the 
keys; his scale passages ascended like, 
spray tossed upward from a silvery 
fountain; his trills were the purling of 
a brook; and his touch, falling as light- 
ly as the dew, had the lustrous shim- 
mer of its drops in the moonlight. 
Friedberg made no attempt to appeal 
to his audience by forging thunders of 
sound upon the keyboard or by making 
@& parade of dazzling virtuosity, for his 
prodigious technique was disguised by 
the fluency and ease of his playing. But} 
the outburst of applause at the end of 
the concerto was such as one infrequent- 
ly hears at St. Louis concerts. It be- 


came a contest between the audience and 
the soloist as to whether he would give 
an encore. When he returned to the 
stage for the fourth time to make his 
bow, he shook his head in determined 
denial. This only redoubled the hand- 
clapping, and he had to appear for a 
fifth time before the enthusiasts re- 
luctantly gave up the struggle. 
New Symphony Applauded. 

His performance was preceded by the 
Rachmaninoff symphony, each of the 
four movements of which was applaud- 
ed with unusual fervor. Yet it did seem 
similar to those Russian grandees of 
the time of Peter the Great, wrapped 
in their costly sables and dropping dia- 
monds and dirt. Musical squalor and 
riches rubbed elbows, and side by side 
were the slums and the palaces of 
sound. 

There were even passages of deliberate 
ugiiness, such as the composer’s insist- 
ent use of one of the most horribie 
noises within the resources of the or- 
chestra, that buzzing, blood-curdling 
racket produced by muted French horns. 
That the composer was ravished by this 
hideous effect was shown by the fact 
that he repeated it in every movement. 
It was as if, like some of his Russian 
contemporaries in literature, Dostoievaky 
and the like, he loved ugliness for its 
own sake. 

Yet there were many tremendously 
dramatic. passages, although one was 
puzzled to decide whether it was the 
drama of stirring ideas or only the me!- 
odrama of vigorous orchestration. One 
can get rousing results by making the 
trumpets and trombones pbiow at full 
blast, whether they are saying anything 
or not. The difference between Rach- 
maninoff and other Russian writers like 
Tachaikowsky and Rimsky-Korsakov 
seems tu be in this case a poverty of 
melodic invention, although Rachmanin- 
off has eminently displayed this gift in 
other works, such as the “Prelude” to 
be played at next Sunday’s “Pop” con. 
cert. But one grows weary of even the 
richest harmonies, the most novel or- 
cestral effects, unless they are under 
the fizm discipline of coherent melodies. 

Zach at His Best. 

Director Zach labored with all his pow- 
er to make the best of the Symphony, 
and many of its finest effects were due 
as much to his energetic and intelligent 
conducting as to the music itself. The 
program, which will be repeated to- 
night, came to a delightful conclusion 
with three selections from Berlloz's 
“Damnation of Faust,” the “Minuet 
of the Whill-o’-the-Wisps,” the ‘“‘Dance 
of the Syiphs" and the famous ‘“‘Rak- 
ocaky March.” The second njmber, 
though scored chiefly for six muted vio. 
ins and harp, with a few notes from 
flute, clarinet and timpani, was an ex- 
ample of what a clear-headed master 
can accomplish in the Way of rich tone 
color with only a few expert strokes of 
his brush.

The attorneys for the United Railways are 
Srasping at straws in the mill-tax litigation. 

Former City Counselor Beird, who never was

LINDELL, ENTRANCE UNMARRED. 

The main point of the Post-Dispatch’s pro- 
test against the Cunliff plan to change the Lin- 
dell entrance to Forest Park has been gained.

The opening of Pine street to the main drive 
with mittor changes in roadway at the entrance 
does not obstruct the landacape nor affect the 
beauty of the present entrance. The removal of 
the circus ring is a long<lelayed improvement. 
We indulge the hope that the natural beauty of 
this popular roadway into the park will mever 
be marred. 
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‘‘ORDINARY OARE’’ IN AUTO DRIVING. 
Something for the next Legislature to remem- 
ber is the Supreme Court’s ruling in the Horner 
case. The law as interpreted, undoubtedly cor- 


rectly, by the Court dught to be changed—for the 


protection of the public against want of care by 
automobile drivers. 

* Horner, a chauffeur, was fined $500 on a crim- 
inal charge of fourth degree manslaughter in the 
Circuit Court—for running down and killing a 
man at Fourth street and Washington avenue. 
The Circuit Court had instructed the jury that 
Horner was guilty of punishable negligence un- 
less it could be shown that he used “the greatest 
degree of care and skj!l” in operating the machine. 
The Supreme Court upholds the contention that it 
is only necessary to show that ordinary care was 
used, to avoid criminal culpability. 

The greatest possible care and skill are required 
to be shown to evoid damages in civil suits. Why 
should the State, representing the public as a 
whole, exact less care of drivers than an individn- 
al plaintiff is permitted to exact? 

The most deadly or dangerous of vehicles, tne 
speediest and highest-powered, driven on city 
streets and public thoroughfares with less than 
the highest degree of caution, coupled with skill, 
inevitably means destruction of Iffe or limb. ff 
it spells punishable negligence in the civil law, 
it should spell the same thing in criminal law. 
The distinction seems arbitrary. Motive, it is 
true, fs the test of crime, but the motive may be 
as logically imputed to one degree of carelessness 
as to another. Quibes over degrees of cereless- 
ness should not permit the guilty to escape, espe- 
cially at a time when criminally careless driving 
is common, and the punishment of offenders offers 
the only hope of public protection. 
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‘‘WAR WORK’’ FOR ENGLISH WOMEN. 
The wife of a British roldier, writing from En- 
gland to St. Louis friends, says: “We women, 
all of us between the ages of 18 and 65, have been | 
made to register ourselves for purposes of war 
work or anything the Government may require 
of us. Every woman is willing to do what she 
can.” 

No slackers, shirkers, cowards, among women, 
in England or anywhere else, in war time. No 
conseription is talked of where they are con- 
cerned. . Herself, her services, are the least of 
what she gives—these she gives cheerfully. Her 
tearful gifts are the sons and brothers—bone of 
her bone, flesh of her flesh—the husbands and 
lovers she sacrifices for cannon’s food. 

To war women furnish not only the blood, but 
much of the heroism, most of the slavish service 
and all of the tears—virtually everything but the 
actual fighting and the voting that made it nec- 

é 


essary. 
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DESTRUCTION OF HOPES AT BAGDAD. 
Signs that all is not going well with — the 
British force operating in Mesopotamia are de- 
structive of greater expectations than those cen- 
tered on the capture of Bagdad. 

No commander of pre-eminent capacity and 
success has yet been developed on the allied 
side, and the allied hopes that one wil! be de- 
Veloped must be confined largely to the tests 
afforded by campaigns other than those along 
the main battle lines. 

The magnitude of the issues to be decided by 
the chief armiés and the overpowering sense of 
the responsibility of their command are not pro- 
motive of the daring initiative and resourceful- 
ness and innovations in movement that seem 
salty to the higher success in struggles be- 
twein enemies that have had abundant oppor- 
tunity to take each other's measure. 

Our own Civil War experience showed that. 
McClellan, who perhaps rendered a service not 
fully appreciated in organizing our forces and 
making the dispositions for Antietam, first at- 
tracted attention to himeelf tn ‘minor operations 
in West Virginia. After him came a wearisome

Hamilton had previously wrecked his military 
career at the Dardanélles, whose opportunity was 
almost as desirable. No approximation of ade- 
quacy has been shown in the Balkan campaign 
and there is strong suspicion of inadequacy. 

Where fs the allied leader competent to cope 
with the brilliant German commanders and beat 
them at their own game to come?

* Under a good compensation law, such as other 
states have, Mis® Moentmann would have been 
assured of adequate medical and surgical attend- 
ance until convalescence, and after that, a fixed 
sum weekly for several years; or, if the law were 
as liberal as those in California, Colorado, I1l1- 
nois, Kentucky, Maryland, New York, Ohio and 
West Virginia, for the rest of her life. 

How much better this would be, both for em- 
ployer and injured worker, 
heartless and unbusinesslike struggle of the one 
to avoid all Hability, and of the other, to claim 
unreasonable damages, for fear of being unable 
to pay the cost of the fight and have anything 
left. 

This case and others will undoubtedly help the 
passage of a compensation law at the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature. There ~is- plent¥ --of- 
material, in the experience of other states, to, 
insure ‘that the law will be both reasonable and | 


acceptable. 

HERE’S YOUR HAT, GENTLEMEN. 

That first rule of the diplomat, that he is to 
do nothing destroying his own usefulness—in 
other words that he shall not be caught—was 
Violated by Capt. Karl Boy-Ed. and Capt. Franz 
von Papen, whose recall has been asked. Theirs, 
in fact, was rather coarse work. They might 
almost as well have gone about. what they did 
with a brass band. Their trails were as easily 
followed as if they had dragged an aniseed 
bag after them. 
The notice that they cannot play horse with 
the Government of the United States and the 
futility of their indiscretions will not be lost on 
other intriguers. Violations of our neutrality to 
aid raiders did not prevent the German navy from 
being swept from the seas, and bomb and arson 
plots will not check perceptibly the foreign com- 
merce of the United States. 
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BRITISH INSOLENCE INCREASING. 
Causes of friction with Germany, great as those 
ef the past have been, are likely to diminish as 
the war goes on. Causes of friction with England 
are likely to increase. 

The disquieting point is that England’s dig 
gard of neutral rights at sea seems steadily to 
be growing in insolence. She has only to go a 
little farther to set the whole country aflame. 
One ship under the American flag was lately 
seized by her almost within the three-mile limit 
and taken to Halifax for some technical inquiry 
into her ownership. Another has just been seized 
off the South American coast and taken to the 
remote Falkland Islands for a similar impudent 
inquiry. : 

These ships had been accorded American regis- 
try, were operating thousands of miles from the 
war zone and their status had no more to do 
with the war than the status of the ferry Julius 
Walsh on the Mississippi. If some interest in 
them was once owned by Germans, that is none 
of England's business. If she is thus insolent 
pow, after the sorry showing she has made in 
16 months of war, what will she be if things 
begin coming her way and guecess begins to 
have those similar toxic and other sad effects 
it always has on John Bull's head? 

During the Napoleonic war it looked many 
times as if we would have to fight France, but 
as it turned out it was England we had to fight. 
it may turn out the same again. Then, to justify 
her seizures of naturalized American seamen, 
she insisted on “once an Englishman always an 
Englishman.” Now she insists on “once a ship 
of German ownership in part always a ship of 
German ownership in entirety.” 

Reasonable preparedness on our part will be 
wise.
